"Doubtless." he .said, "this is large- 


ly due to a misconceived notion, wide- 
ly entertained, that the ledei-al govern- 
ment has actually taken over the real 
responsibility. 
The fact is quite the 


contrary. 
The federal go\ ernrnent is 


not equipped •with the 
instrumental- 


ities to m;ike enforcement locally ef- 
fective. 
It does not maintain either 


a police 
or a judicial 
establishment 


adequate to or designed foi such a 
ta*k. 
If the burden of enfoi cement 


shall continue 
to he 
increasingly 


thrown upon the federal go\ eminent, 
It will be necessary, at large expense, 
to create a federal police authority 
•which in time will me\ itahly come to 
be regarded as an intrusion upon ana 
interference with the right ot loc.il 
authority to manage local concerns 
The possibilities of disaster in such a 
Situation hardly need to be suggested 
Vet it is something that we must rec- 
ognize as among the menaces in this 
situation. 


"The federal government ought to 


perform, in connection with the en- 
forcement of this nolicv. those func- 
tions which are obviously within its 
proper pro\ mce. 
These are compli- 


ance in all its aspects as it relates to 
international commerce the importa- 
tion and exportation of liquors, the 
collection of federal revenue, the pre- 
vention of smugghn. 
and in gener- 


al the enforcement of the law within 
the proper realm of federal authority, 
r.ut the business of local enforcement 
b> states and cities, ought to be in the 
hands of the state and 
local author- 


ities, and it should be ej^ecuted in fll 
sincerity ind good faith, as other laws 
arc presumed to be executed.

When a leader says "Xow. everybody 
sing. we tilt our heads back, open our 
mouths and gaze aloft, and join in here 
and there on a remembered strain or 
phrase.

of an oscillating electric fan. 


We are supreme in delivering address- 


es. 
We take keen delight in orating, 


and do not expect invitations to say some- 
thing, but stand up to remark something 
or other about this, that or nothing. The 
popularity of luncheon clubs and similar 
quasi-social organizations is due to every 
member's privilege to air his views. 
Nevertheless, speaking is excellent train- 
ing. 
A person cannot always say noth-

The highest degree 
of rarity is the "ace," of which only 
a. single specimen is known to exist. 
Such a specimen generally gravitates 
to the collector with the longest purse. 


There are not many stamp aces, 


though there are hundreds of times 
which, in a particular condition, un- 


used or used, or in blocks, are deemed 
to be unique. 


The most famous of the true aces is 


a 1 cent British Guiana 
stamp Is- 


sued in 1S56C 
It is. not certain that 


it was intended for a 1 cent stamp. 
Some think it might have been an 
error for 4 cents but this is unlikely 
as there is no s to the word 
cent. 


There is a legend that a 1 cent rate 
of postage was in use for 
"drop" 


letters—that is, for local delivery only, 
hence the need for a 1 cent stamp. 


There were no collectors then out 


the hobby took rise a few years later

spread 


throughout Europe and America. The 
4 cent stamps of the same design and 
color issued in 1S56 were known to 
the early collectors as rarities 
but 


it was left to a lad in Georgetown 
in 1S73 to find the 1 cent of the same 
pattern printed in black on magenta 
paper.

Then the 1 cent was first heard of 


in England. 
Experts were skeptical 


of it but the great Ferrary bought it 
for about $750—a fabulous figure for 
a. stamp in 1S7S. 


Ferrary held it until his death in 


1917, 
since when his collection has 


been in process of dispersal in Paris, 
where this postage stamp ace scored 
the highest price ever paid for a sin- 
gle stamp—$36,715.

BABY'S CLOTHING 


A little baby's skin is v ery tender 


and if he is handled roughly in dress- 
ing he will be made very uncomfort- 
able. 
All clothing should be drawn 


off and on over his feet. 


Baby's complete dress consists of 


a band, shirt, diaper, skirt, 
dress 


and bootees, none of which should 
he heavy or stiff. 
Add a little short 


jacket for cool mornings and 
eve- 


nings. When he is a few months old 
all his clothing may be taken off for 
a few minutes in the middle of a hot 
summer day and he may be allowed 
to roll and play on the bed 


Fancy garments have no place in 


a little baby's wardrobe. 
For 
the 


first few weeks of his life he does 
little but eat, sleep and grow 
He 


needs many clean and very 
simple 


clothes. 
Starched 
garments 
and 


laces about the neck may irritate his 
tender skin and cause 
him 
much 


discomfort. 
The irritations are some- 


times hard to heal

abdominal bands of soft, white, un-
